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OCTOBER  UNIFORM  PRICE  $U.01 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  uniform  price  of  $U.01  for  October  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk  order.  The 
uniform  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent  and  will  be  adjusted 
by  a  differential  of  7.2  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that  tests  vary  above 
or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a  3  cent  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  hauling 
charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling. 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS 


Producer  receipts  on  a  daily  basis  were  down  about  3  percent  from  September,  but 
this  was  largely  due  to  a  decrease  in  number  of  producers,  because  the  daily  herd 
production  stayed  the  same.  There  was  a  decrease  of  31  in  the  number  of  producers, 
and  this  trend  will  continue  in  November  because  of  the  loss  of  producers  to 
another  market. 

CLASS  I  SALES 


Class  I  sales  are  up  3-5  percent  over  September  and  8.33  percent  over  October  a 
year  ago.  Total  Class  I  utilization  of  producer  receipts  x^ras  almost  76  percent, 
while  Class  II  was  10. k  percent,  and  Class  III  13.6  percent.  The  percentages 
for  September  were  Class  I,  71.3$,  Class  II,  9.1$,  Class  111,19.6$.

This  is  U.5  cents  higher  than  the 
September  price  for  Class  I.  The  reason  for  this  increase  is  a  slightly  higher 
price  from  the  12  condenser ies  and  a  decrease  in  the  supply-demand  deduction.
